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REMARKS 

As of the Advisory Action of February 19, 2004, claims 1-7, 12-16, 20-30, 32 and 33 are 
pending in the application. Claims 1-7, 12-16, 18, 30 and 33 stand rejected. Claims 20-29 are 
allowed. Claim 32 is objected to. In this action, claims 1-7, 16 and 18 have been canceled 
without prejudice or waiver. Reconsideration is respectfully requested in view of the following 
remarks. The foregoing amendments and the following remarks are fully responsive to the 
Office Action and are believed to render all pending claims at issue patentably distinct over the 
cited references. 

L ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

In the Advisory Action of February 19, 2004, claims 20-29 were allowed by the 
Examiner and claim 32 was objected to. On March 3, 2004, the attorney of record discussed the 
allowability of claim 30 and its dependents (claims 32 and 12-15) and claim 33. An agreement 
was reached, resulting in the allowance of claim 30 and its dependents and claim 33. This 
agreement was noted in the Interview Summary of March 10, 2004. 

Claims 1-7, 16 and 18 have been canceled in this response. Therefore, the pending 
claims are 20-30, 32, 33 and 12-15* All of these claims have been allowed. Therefore, a notice 
of allowance is respectfully requested. 
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n. CONCLUSION.
